A NOTABLE NAVAL OFFICER DEAD 

Vice-Admiral Rojestvensky died at 
St. Petersburg of neuralgia of the 
heart on the Mth inst, Sinovi Petro- 
vitch Rojestvensky was in command 
of the Russian fleet in May, 1905, when 
he was practically annihilated by the 
Japanese, uuder the commaud of Ad- 
ural Togo, in the battle of the Sea of 
Japan. 

For many years he bore the reputa- 
tion of being one of the uivost cool 
headed aud scientific naval officers in 
the Czar’s service. [It was anncunced 
last July that Rojestveasky had died 
in Germany, but it turned out that it 
was another man of the same name, 
so the. vice-admiral had the unhappi- 
ness to read au ebituary notice of 
himself, It will be remembered that 
it was Rojestvensky’s fleet that mis- 
took some British North sea fishing 
boats off the Dogger Bank for some 
Japanese torpedo boats and fired on 
them. This action almost caused war 
between Russia and Great Britain and 
for which the Russian gcevernment 
was assessed $30,000,

I wel- 
come you to the fourth session of the 
Legislature of the Province of Alberta.

The continuation of peace within 
and without the Empire is a matter 
for sincere gratitude, and I trust that 
the wisdom of thosé in contrél of 
affairs may preserve inviolate.
